Common wealth's Attorney John 
0. Lovett, before he returned to 
Denton this hfternoon. authorised 
the Issuance of a warrant against J. 
8. Bordeaux, former manager of the 
Home Purchasing company, for al¬ 
leged embezzlement. 

The affidavit on which the war¬ 
rant will be iRHUed by Justice Jesse 
Young Is that of K. McRae, one of 
the certificate holders. Justice 
Young will issue the warrant this 
afternoon some time, and’ the spe¬ 
cific charge will be embezzling $500 
of the company's funds which were 
put up as Bordeaux's bond, and for¬ 
feited when he skipped. 

Attorney Lovett said today that 
issuing only one warrant does not 
mean that there is only one person 
mixed up In the affair, but that It 
might be well to see how one case 
turns out before Issuing other war¬ 
rants. 

Nothing is known of Bordeaux, 
but now that he is charged with a 
felony he can be brought back, and 
there is no doubt but that with a 
suitable reward, by the state he will 
be. 

In addition, the government will 
probably be after some of the pro¬ 
moters of the concern when Its In- 
vestigatlon is complete. 

The books of the Home Purchas¬ 
ing Co. have now been posted up , 
and are ready for Inspection. 

This morning the books were 
and F. O. Rudolph by the booltkeep- | 
turned over to Receivers Cecil Reed | 
er of the concern and this afternoon 
will be given over to Justice R. J.

When bids were recently taken for 
j :he work In question, there were 
four verbal liiJs. according to report 
These were: <’ Bass. 22\’ cents 
per lineal fool D|ek Penn. 21 cents, 
Will Yancey, 2 1 rents and Ed Kak- 
er, 24'.4 cents. 

Supervisor Johnson, It seems, con¬ 
sidered the Penn bid the best, and 
awarded hint ilie contract. Yancey 
It Is said, was really In with Bass, 
and Immediately raised a kick be¬ 
cause Bass the lowest bidder did 
not get the Job. 

It Is orfderstcod that one solution 
was for Eakcr to buy Penn off. and 
he did so by paying him $75, and 
lake on as his partner Yancey, which 
would probably have ended the con¬ 
troversy. but County Judge Llght- 
fonl, It seems, heard of the deal, 
and this morning held an Investiga¬ 
tion. 

After hearing the facts he derid¬ 
ed ihat the county road supervisor 
has a right to let contracts private!) 
and had a right tn determine which 
of the above bids he considered the 
lowest and best. 

He said that buying off a contrac¬ 
tor would not work, and ordered the 
$75 paid back and notified Penn and 
Baker to proceed with the work. 

Yancey, who waa to take Penn's 
place, It la understood, I* not satis¬ 
fied and Is having an Injunction ault 
drawn up to test the county road su- 
pervsor'a right to let contracts arbi¬ 
trarily. and to prevent the present 
contract being performed by Penn 
the man to whom Supervisor John¬ 
son awarded It. 


St. Petersburg, July 6.—While no 
official confirmation la obtainable 
the admiralty Is alleged to have re¬ 
ceived news that the Knlaz Potem- 
klne, after obtaining coal, provis¬ 
ions and medicines Is again at large 
in the Black Sea and Its destination 
unknown. Whether the report Is 
true or not the crew took a remark¬ 
able step when with all the solemni¬ 
ty of provisional government It Is¬ 
sued a manifesto addressed to the 
powers, announcing that civil war 
had begun against the existing reg- 


barded. The commission also pro¬ 
posed that the mayor should trans¬ 
mit to the population a proclamation 
demanding trmlnatlon of the war 
and convocation of the zemstvolsts 
congress. Learning of these demands 
many Inhabitants lied. The workmen

Crowds are fleeing and wild excite¬ 
ment prevails.

Important Change l>ro|ioncd In the 
Letter Carriers' Insurance. 


Postmen Jesse Curd and Frank 
Moore returned from Louisville last 
night, and report a pleaaant time at 
the annual convention of the state 
letter carriers. Mr. Curd Is elated 
over his election as delegate from the 
state at large to the national conven¬ 
tion at Portland, Ore., which place 
he captured in a warm contest with 
a Louisville man.

President Keller, of the national 
association, tn an address recom¬ 
mended a readjustment of the In¬ 
surance ratea. The order now Isaues 
policies of $1,000, $2,000 and $3 - 
000 for an annual rate of about $5 
per thousand. This rate, he aaid, 
must b raised at least 05 per cent or 
the insurance feature would have to 
lie dropped. 
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It L. Barnett, watchman for the 
Lack Singletree Co., will have to 
pay $30 and costs for his Ignorance.
